On the night of the incident, Ms* p, 
was driving north bound on the LaureritLen 
Autoroute(15), when she spotted two yell¬ 
ow li^ts moving sideways over St, Adele, 
Witness observed two snow-cats* working 
the ski hills. Object described as being 
round with lights on both sides, and 
seemed to be made of a shiny substance, 

* - Snow-cats: Ski hill grooming machine. 


1967, was one of three years, in 
>ri^,ich Canada as well as many other coun¬ 
tries experienced a large number of 
Close Encounters of the second kind(CE^ 
reports. These reports remain the only 
physical evidence of a UFO sighting, 

3 Brief Reports: 

(1) April 26 - Kitchener,Ontario 

At approximately 9;00 p.m,, Brian 
Dorscht saw a dark object, which meas¬ 
ured 1 meter in diameter and 1,5 meters 
in height. He described the object as 
having flashing green & white lights, 
six legs as it rose above the ground. 

He also stated that the object made a 
whirring sound. Later a police investi¬ 
gation revealed six imprints,

Ms. Po., decided to contact the two 
snow-cat workers to see if they had seen 
the object. One of the two workers ad¬ 
mitted seeing a strange object having the 
same confi.g’uration as the one seen by the 
principle witness. After talking with 
Mr. Tft,, , Ms, P,o. made a report to the 
St, Adele police, 'Ihey were co-operative 
but advised her that there was nothing 
they could do. She tried soliciting in¬ 
formation from local Air Traffic Control 
authorities but were unco-operative. No 
evidence of physical traces, however Ms. 
P.claims she heard the object making 
a whooshing sound. 

Presently, this report is still un¬ 
der study by UFO CANADA^. 


PHYSICAL TRACES - cont'd 


(2) May 20th - E'alcon Lake, Manitoba 

Stephen Michalak 52, sighted two 
bright red objects flying at a high 
speed. One of the objects landed about 
130 feet away, while the other disappear¬ 
ed into the clouds, ['■’ichalak described 
the object as 35 feet in diameter and 
surrounded by a glow. He saw vent - like 
openings each about 6"x 9" inches, F,ach 
opening contained about 30 small holes 
on the side, A purple light, a high - 
pitched sound and an odor resembling a 
burning electrical circuit were noted, 
Michalak also claims to have heard voices 
and upon touching the object, his rubber 
coated glove melted. Suddenly, a burst 
of hot fair knocked him to the ground and 
the object began spinrdng, moving upwards 
till it finally disappeared, Michalak, 
was quite ill for a long time after*wards, 
A large depressed area was discovered at 
the site,

(3) June 13 th - Caledonia, Ontario 

At approximately 2:30 a.m,, Carmen 
Cuneo a mine worker, saw two aircraft 
hovering about 12 feet above the ground 
near the lower part of the mine. He des¬ 
cribed one of the objects as cigar - 
shaped and about 36 feet long, with four 
small evenly spaced windows on its side. 
The other object appeared to be disc in 
shape and 15 feet in diameter. Three 
small men were seen under the cigar - 
shaped object. After observing them for 
10 minutes, Cuneo decided to try and Und 
scsr.eone to back-up his story. When he re¬ 
turned the men were gone. However, Cuneo 
and his friend observed the two objects 
until 3:05 a,m, when they took-off in a 
southerly direction. Later on that morn- 
ing, Cuneo went to the area to investi¬ 
gate and discovered a large gouge in the 
ground and an oily residue,

A i'4r. Jacobsen and three friends 
were at a hunting lodge on Lake Baska - 
tong, when one of the men, returning 
from the outhouse reported the presence 
of a strange object outsideo The men in 
the lodge laughed it off, until they saw 
it themselveso 

To the southeast a brilliantly lum¬ 
inous yellowish - white sphere, consid¬ 
erably smaller than the moon. The sky 
was overcast; the object was beneath the 
cloudSo The object then fanned out con¬ 
ical beams of light from top to bottom. 
It hung motionless in the sky, without 
changing its appearence. 

The men then discovered that there 
was no longer any reception on the radio, 
‘which they had been listening to. One of 
the men , an electronics worker, had a 
portable short-wave radio which also was 
useless(not even the government time sig¬ 
nal came through)* But on one frequency, 
a very strong signal was coming through. 
It was a rapidly modulated signal tone, 
somewhat like the Morse code - but this 
wasn't the Morse code, commented one of 
the men* 

After 15 minutes, the object began 
to rise into the clouds and disappear* 
Shortly afterwards the radio began func¬ 
tioning normally.

Using this simple system, reports 
received by UFO CANADA can be ’weighted’ 
on the basis of a point system. The re¬ 
port which rates between 5-10 points is 
likelyto merit higher priority investi¬ 
gation than one rated 4 or less,(see PROS, 
in sighting section.) 


The early part of March, seemed to 
be the peak period for UFO as well as IF’O 
reports, 'fhe majority of reports came 
from southern Ontario. 

Parch 6th, .'iiarked the peak point of 
the month where some 25 reports were re¬ 
ceived from Ontario, However, the majojity 
of these reports were misidentifications 
of natural phenomena, 

Ur, Allan Halliday of the National 
Research Council in Ottawa, was quoted in 
many newspapers across Ontario, that a 
bright meteor was visible in southern Ont¬ 
ario at approximately 8:00 pam. Many of 
the descriptions from that date resembled 
the characteristics of a raeteor/or fire¬ 
ball. 


Another possible explanation for the 
March 6th reports, was made by Chris Rog¬ 
ers , a graduate student at Toronto Univer^ 
sity - DurlLop Observatory, Rogers said a 
phenomencn known as 'fireballs ' ; a huge 
chunk of rock which enters the earth’s 
atmosphere and can come within 50 kilo¬ 
meters of the surface - this phenomena 
can not be predicted. 

However, there were several UFO re¬ 
ports recorded on the 6th, along with the 
other UFO reports-still under investigat¬ 
ion.
